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third century of football 


with Micky Brock 


ith the 21st Century just into its second 

day, it would do no harm to look back 
at the origins of the game and to see where it 
all began around the world to form the sport 
we Call football today. 


Not surprisingly, the first ever (theoretically) 
recognised international football match took 
place between England and Scotland on Sth 
March 1870 at the Kennington Oval in 
London. However, the FA picked both teams 
and chose some players because they had 
‘Scottish’ names. The match finished all 
square at 1-1 and a further four unofficial 
international matches of this type were 
played up until 1871. 


The first truly ‘official’ match was between 
these sides in 1872 and was played at the 
West of Scotland Cricket Ground. An 
estimated crowd of some 4,000 saw the 
game finish all square at nil-all and it wasn’t 
to be for another 98 years that the same 
scoreline would crop up again in this fixture 
(1970). 


Strange as it may seem, the first rules for 
Association Football were drawn up in 1848 
at Cambridge University, but it wasn’t until 
nine years later that the first of all the existing 
teams was founded - Sheffield FC, and in 
1865 the first South American club was 
formed - Buenos Aires of Argentina, the same 
year that tape was stretched between the 
posts some eight feet from the ground to 
restrict the height of the goal. Twenty years 
later and the first crossbars would be used. 


1880 saw something of special concern, 
Australian soccer commenced, the same year 
the Irish Cup was first contested and two 
years before the International Football 
Association was formed. 


With the game spreading to all corners of the 
earth, it wasn’t too long before other 


countries started their Associations: 1889 - 
Denmark and Holland, 1895 - Belgium, 
Switzerland, 1896 - Sweden, 1898 - Italy, 
1900 - Hungary, Malta, Germany, Uruguay, 
1902 - Norway, Spain, 1904 - FIFA came into 
being, 1907 and 1908 - Finland, Luxembourg 
and Romania and in the ensuing years - 
Iceland (1911), Russia (1912), USA (1913), 
Portugal (1914), Chile 1915, France (1918) 
Eire and Poland (1921) and in 1923 it was the 
turn of Bulgaria and Turkey. 


There were others of course, but the spread 
of what was to become the ‘world game’ was 
rapid to say the least. 


Aberdeen contributed something to the game 
that is seen at almost every ground around 
the world today when they introduced a 
‘trainers dugout’ at their ground in 1931, (and 
then turned their ground of Pittodrie into the 
first all-seater stadium in the UK in 1978) and 
Franz ‘Bimbo’ Binder went on to become the 
first European player to score 1,000 goals 
whilst playing for Rapid Vienna and Germany 
by the turn of 1948. Pele, of Brazilian fame, 
was to go on to become the most prolific 
scorer of all time and we must be grateful for 
the gift of his presence. 


Another major milestone came in 1954 when 
UEFA first came into being and twenty years 
later, Australia made the World Cup Finals for 
the first and, to date, only time. 


1970 saw Brazil win the Jules Rimet trophy 
outright in Mexico after winning the World 
Cup three times and Mexico itself were to 
enter the record books as being the first 
country to host the tournament twice when 
adding 1986 to their previous tenure. 


Football is the world game and we can only 
hope that as the 21st Century rolls along, 
there are many more ‘firsts’ to be had along 
the way.

| eae of wins beckoned for Spirit 
in a match where nothing went right 
for the home side but the visitors, 
Adelaide Force were able to capitalise 
on slack defending and taking some of 
the chances that came their way. 


In front of Spirit Park’s lowest ever 
crowd, just 6,106 turning up, there was 
very little for the crowd to cheer about 
on a surprisingly chilly summer evening 
in north Sydney when things really did go 
from bad to worse, losing Abbas Saad 
before half-time with a groin injury that 
could see him out for a number of weeks. 
There was certainly little Christmas spirit 
coming the way of Spirit Park. 


Adelaide came to Sydney on the back of 
eight straight losses, something that the 
quality of their side should never have 
allowed to happen, and many hoped that 
this would continue for at least one more 
game. It didn’t and you could argue that 
the law of averages stated they were too 
good a side to keep losing in the manner 
they had. 


Damian Mori was the destroyer on the 
night with a hat-trick of excellence. The 
first came after 34-minutes when 
applying a clinical header to a perfect 
corner fired over by Nick Sabljak that 


went in off the underside of the crossbar 
leaving John Perosh stranded in the 
Spirit goal. 


Moments later, Perosh kept Spirit in the 
game when saving expertly down at his 
right-hand post after Bradley Hassell 
connected sweetly with a half-volley that 
was angling into the bottom corner. 


One-nil down at half-time and Spirit 
were still in the game, but in the 58th 
minute it was all to change. Mori again 
popped up to add his and the Force’s 
second of the night. The Force striker 
was found unmarked and set off ona 
run before drawing Perosh off his line 
and slipping it sweetly to his left and 
beyond his reach. 


It was Mori again who knocked the third 
of the night to complete the scoring in 
the 79th minute with another pinpoint 
header that once again left the hapless 
custodian with no chance. 


Graham Arnold said after the game: “If we 
continue to keep playing like this we won’t 
make the Top Six this season. | thought 
we had started to climb up the table after 
we ground out two gritty results, but we 
didn’t show the commitment we needed to 
out there tonight.”
